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BOARD OF DIRECTORS DISCUSSES 
GHI’S ROLE AS A COOPERATIVE

The meeting of the Board of Directors of Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc., on Thursday night, Jan. 14, was the occasion for a vigorous 
and interesting debate on GHI's role as a cooperative, triggered 
by Director John O’Reilly’s discussion of a Twin Pines suggestion 
for dealing with the resale problem. Among other items: the audit 
committee submitted a letter to the board urging a closer relation¬ 
ship between management and members in matters of home im¬ 
provements; the manager’s proposal to construct a boat and trail¬ 
er parking lot was approved; and director Stephen Polaschik ex¬ 
hibited a photographic record of trash-littered areas in our fair 
city. . 


The Twin Pines cooperative plan, 
according to O'Reilly, would enable 
a member to purchase equity in a 
home for only (for example) $300 
down; on moving out, the member 
would receive just the original $300. 
Eventually, a future owner would 
not have to pay any equity and 
the cooperative would assume own¬ 
ership of the house. The program 
could be offered voluntarily. O’Reilly 
qualified his support of this plan 
with the view that the usual re¬ 
financing program should be avail¬ 
able aso, so that members would 
be free to choose for themselves. 

Director Ed Burgoon was pessi¬ 
mistic that such a program would 
work anywhere but in New York 
City, where a serious shortage of 
homes existed. Director Nat Shin- 
derman felt that people who own 
their own homes have more in¬ 
centive to improve their property. 
O’Reilly countered by saying he be¬ 
lieved Washington was “a great 
city for renters,” and that it wasn’t 
necessarily true that people who 
rent don’t have pride in the house 
they live in. An interesting dis¬ 
cussion followed, centered around 
the question of just how much of 
a cooperative should GHI be to fill 
the needs of its members. 

Audit Committee 

-The audit committee’s letter urged 
the establishment of “policies and 
programs which will encourage 
members to utilize the assistance of 
management in planning additions 
and other changes to their units.” 
It suggested several steps toward 
this goal, including measures to en¬ 
force existing regulations. Burgoon 
found the language strong and felt 
that some of the concepts were just 
not feasible; he saw a contradiction, 
also, in that the letter implied GHI 
was mainly regulatory and also 
wanted more regulations enforced. 
Audit committee chairman David 
Lange explained that the letter was 
not meant to be critical but was 
written to put forth ideas not all of 
which might prove workable. He 
gave the committee’s view that a 
trial program of the kind suggested 
would be helpful, before the Long- 
Range Committee acted. O’Reilly 
thought that the committee’s sug¬ 
gestions went well beyond the scope 
of things presently planned, and 
should be submitted to an appropri¬ 
ate sub-committee of the Long- 
Range Planning Committee. His 
motion to this effect was passed. 

Open House 

The Member Relations Commit¬ 
tee, under the chairmanship of di¬ 
rector Seay, reported on the Decem¬ 
ber Open House. Director Norman 
Weyel estimated that about 70 peo¬ 
ple attended, despite the bad 
weather (and the Browns-Colts 
football game). Miss Katherine 
Keene was credited with an excel¬ 
lent decorating job; she remarked 
that four hours, however, seemed 
rather long for an affair of this 
sort, especially from the viewpoint 
of anyone who came to see specific 
persons. A motion was passed com¬ 
mending Mr. Weyel and Miss Keene 
for their work on the event. 

Trailer Park 

Of interest, next, to the boat- and 
trailer-owners among GHI mem¬ 
bers, was the proposal by manager 


Breashears and his staff to build 
a parking lot for (initially 10 boats) 
or trailers. The total cost, including 
lighting and fencing, was estimated 
at around $1,500. Each owner would 
be given a key to the main gate, 
and the yearly rate would be $36 
(this figure is not yet definite). 
O’Reilly and Burgoon noted that 
matters such as insurance, zoning 
regulations and licensing should be 
looked into. From the audience, 
Seymour Kaplan brought out, dur¬ 
ing the discussion of this item, that 
a local Parking Cooperative had 
been formed Which was ready to 
undertake the operation of such a 
parking lot; the board’s feeing 
however was that the lot’s use 
should be limited to GHI members, 
since lit was designed to solve a 
GHI problem. This condition was 
included in a motion (by director 
Gerald Gough to accept the man-

The hearing, last of three in 

which citizens and organizations 

were allowed to present their wish¬ 
es and demands before the delega¬ 
tion prior to the annual session 
of the Assembly, began shortly af¬ 
ter 8 p.m. Greenbelt’s presentation 
was preceded by that of Robert B. 
Mathias, representing the County 
Commissioners (and by many, 
many others!), who requested a 

million-dollar bond issue for library 
expansion. (Miss Elizabeth B. Hage, 
Director of the Prince Georges 
County Memorial Library system, 
later explained that about $950,000 
of that sum would be allocated for 
construction of a regional library 
in the southern part of the county, 
while the remained would be spent 
on preliminary planning of a li¬ 

brary in Bel Air.) Mathias also 
recommended that one of the 
County Commissioners should act 
as Library Board chairman, in or¬ 
der to tighten cooperation between 
the Library Board and the county 
government. Commissioner Gladys 
N. Spellman, whose duties at pres¬ 
ent include liaison with the Li¬ 
brary Board, supported this view. 

Simonson Presents Greenbelt’s 
Views 

Simonson, acting as Greenbelt’s 
spokesman, began by endorsing the 
bond issue requested by the Library 
Board and the commissioners. He 
then expressed disappointment at 
finding that Greenbelt had been left 
out of the expansion plan financed 
by the bond issue. He continued 
by tracing the development of 
Greenbelt’s library, its crowded con¬ 
dition and the wide support it en¬ 
joys among local residents, citing 


City To Get $150,000 
For Warehouse Site

In the early part of the regular 
meeting of city council on Monday 
January 18, city manager James 
K. Giese reported that the Court 
had ruled on the condemnation suit 
of the city warehouse property by 
the State Roads Commission and 
that Greenbelt will receive $150,000 
and be given two years to vacate, 
as compared with the $92,000 and 
immediate vacation originally of¬ 
fered by SRC. This money will be 
needed to defray expenses involved 
in relocating the warehouses. Coun¬ 
cil discussed a report of the Ad¬ 
visory Planning Board on alterna¬ 
tive sites for this relocation, and 
then instructed the city manager to 
investigate the possibility of ac¬ 
quiring the Greenbelt Armory prop¬ 
erty. 

City Manager Giese called atten¬ 
tion to the Jaeger High-Rise Apart¬ 
ment zoning case that will be tried 
before the Court of Appeals on 
Thursday, Jon. 21. The city solicitor 
had indicated that taking an appeal 
by opponents to a zoning request is 
an infrequent circumstance and 
there are only a limited number of 
cases to offer as a precedent 
Other Business 

The 1965 legislative program of 
the Maryland Municipal League and 
the separate Prince Georges Chap¬ 
ter Municipal League program was 
discussed and the manager was re¬ 
quested to notify Prince Georges

as an example the activities of the 
Greenbelt Library Association. 

After this Simonson reviewed the 
past negotiations between the city 
and the library board concerning 
construction of a new library in 
Greenbelt: from the MNCPPC 

1959 Master Plan for the county 
library system, which called for a 
new library by 1962, through early 
1963 when Greenbelt was second on 
the priority list (after Laurel), to 
the present situation in which nei¬ 
ther the preliminary Master Plan 
for Area 13 nor the library board 
have any immediate plans for such 
a library. He noted that the recent 
rapid increase in Greenbelt’s pop¬ 
ulation — about 5000 since 1960 — 
made the issue even more urgent 
and asked that part of the money 
raised be used for preliminary plan¬ 
ning of Greenbelt's library, in a 
manner similar to that envisioned 
for Bel Air. Simonson also pre¬ 
sented petitions to the delegates, 
written by the Greenbelt Library 
Association and St. Hugh’s Home 
and School Association. 

Questions Asked 

Simonson described the recep¬ 
tion and questions by the county 
delegates as “sympathetic and 
friendly.” Several members of the 
delegation asked Miss Hage for 
her views of the problem. She re¬ 
plied that the planning staff capac¬ 
ity of Prince Georges Memorial 
Library is too limited at present 
to undertake planning of a new li¬ 
brary in Greenbelt. 

A1 Herling later took the stand 
to oppose the stronger control of 
the library board by the commis¬ 
sioners, as proposed by Mathias.

Councilman Clifford Simonson asked that planning funds for 
a new Greenbelt Library be included in a million-dollar library 
bond issue at a public hearing of the Prince Georges County de¬ 
legation to the Maryland Assembly on Wednesday, Jan. 13. 
Simonson was the spokesman for a group of library-minded 
Greenbelters that included Mayor Edgar Smith, the Rev. Kenneth 
Wyatt (Community Church), Leo Gerton (Greenbelt Library As¬ 
sociation), A1 Herling (Prince Georges Friends of the Library 
Association), Gordon Allen, and others. The hearing lasted very 
late, and the library bond issue did not come to the floor until 


City Council Stiffens Attitude 
Towards Beitway Plaza Light

Reacting to proposals that the city of Greenbelt share in the 
cost of installing traffic signals at the Beltway Plaza Shopping 
Center, city manager James K. Giese told council at its regular 
meeting last Monday that it was his '‘firm opinion that the city 
has no obligation or responsibility—legal, moral, or otherwise— 
to provide a traffic signal at Greenbelt Road and Cunningham 


Drive.” 

He stated that the installation 
of traffic signals falls outside the 
scope of city governmental func¬ 
tions, since no city streets are in¬ 
volved. He explained that “Green- 
belt Rd. is a highway controlled 
and regulated by the State. Cun¬ 
ningham Drive is a street control¬ 
led and regulated by Berwyn 


Greenbelt’s Protest 
On Apartments Fails 

(Reprinted from the 
EVENING STAR.) 

A Prince Georges County judge 
has ruled that the City of Green¬ 
belt, because it is 1.5 miles away, 
has no right to appeal rezoning of 
150 acres for an apartment-indus¬ 
trial complex it opposes near the 
Goddard Space Flight Center. 

Circuit Court Judge Roscoe H. 
Parker yesterday upheld the de¬ 
murrer of the Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty Commissioners which contended 
Greenbelt is not on aggrieved par¬ 
ty to the rezoning granted by the 
commissioners to the MA.T.-Land 
Oo. last October. 

Through attorney Joseph A. De- 
Paul, the City of Greenbelt opposed 
the rezoning at a hearing Aug. 21, 
1964, before the commissioners. De- 
Paul argued that even though the 
tract was outside city limits, it 
would generate heavy traffic over 
inadequate roads. He also contended 
the rezoning was “premature.” 

After the commissioners granted 
the zoning for 65 acres of garden 
apartments, 20 acres of high-rise 
apartments and 65 acres of indus¬ 
trial zoning. Greenbelt asked circuit 
court to review the action. 

County Atty. Robert Mathias ar¬ 
gued at a hearing yesterday that 
Greenbelt had no right to appeal 
because the rezoned tract is 1.5 
miles from, the nearest city limits. 

“There is no allegation that the 
(city) owns property in the immed¬ 
iate vicinity of the property zon¬ 
ed,” he contended. 

Parker agreed with the county’s 
position. The next step may be an 
appeal of his decision to the Mary¬ 
land Court of Appeals by Green¬ 
belt. 


His main argument was that the 
proposed structure would find it 
difficult to resist political pressure 
aimed at library censorship, such 
as has occurred in some commun* 
ities. 

Simonson Reports to Council 

Simonson reported back to the 
Greenbelt City Council at its meet¬ 
ing on Monday, Jan. 18. He stated, 
“the situation seems far brighter 
now than at any time since the 
library matter first came up.” He 
appeared hopeful that planning 
funds for the Greenbelt branch 
might be squeezed into this year’s 
bond issue, or if not, that Green¬ 
belt could well be first on the list 
next year. 

After some discussion, in which 
Greenbelt’s willingness to provide 
the land was stressed, the council 
passed a resolution to communicate 
in writing with members of the 
county delegation, placing on rec¬ 
ord Greenbelt’s support for the 
proposed bond issue and requesting 
that planning funds for a new 
Greenbelt library be included. 
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Heights. Opposing Cunningham 
Drive is a private driveway en¬ 
trance to a private establishment” 

No Authority — No Obligation 

Giese declared that the city has 
no authority to regulate traffic 
on State highways, on streets out¬ 
side the corporate limits and with¬ 
in another city, or on private driv¬ 
es. He concluded that “if the city 
lacks authority, it must follow that 
it also lacks obligation.” 

Giese also answered the argu¬ 
ment that Beltway Plaza pays a 
large amount of taxes. “The city 
provides certain services,” he said, 
“which are well-defined in the bud¬ 
get. To pay for these services, it 
is authorized to levy a tax against 
all real property ... It is not in¬ 
tended that any parcel of proper¬ 
ty should receive services equal to 
the amount of taxes it pays.” 

Touching on the question of who 
should pay for the lights, Giese 
noted that just as the city requires 
developers to pay for the cost of 
constructing n6w city streets of 
benefit to themselves, so does the 
State Roads Commission have the 
right to expect developers to pay 
for new signals. 

Solicitor’s Report 

The council also heard a report 
from its city solicitor Thomas R. 
Brooks regarding the city's powers 
in the dispute. Brooks advised 
that the city has no authority to 
ban left hand turns out of Belt- 
way Plaza without the permission 
of the State Roads Commission, 
since Greenbelt Rd. is a State high¬ 
way. He also advised council that 
a writ of mandamus requiring the 
SRC to install a traffic light would 
not be proper since such a writ 
cannot be used to compel perform¬ 
ance of a power, the exercise of 
which is discretionary. 

Mayor Edgar Smith revealed 
that discussions have begun be¬ 
tween the developer of Beltsway 
Plaza — First Natipnal Realty Cor¬ 
poration — and the city with res¬ 
pect to the light. Council indicated 
that it would consider at its next 
meeting action requesting the SRC 
to ban left-hand turns, unless fa¬ 
vorable progress is reported on 
reaching a settlement. 


NEW HIGH SCHOOL 
LOCATION IS SET 

The Board of Education of Prince 
Georges County has decided on a 
location for the new Greenbelt 
Senior High School, and at a meet¬ 
ing on Jan. 12 authorized its at¬ 
torneys to start condemnation pro¬ 
ceedings against the owner of the 
land, according to a statement by 
Thomas Gwynn, Assistant Superin¬ 
tendent of the county school sys¬ 
tem. 

The site for the niew school is 
privately owned and is a 30-acre 
plot behind the American Legion 
Post on Greenbelt Road, fronting 
on the new Capital Beltway. Pre¬ 
sumably a new access road or roads 
will have to be built in order to 
reach the school. It is hoped that 
the school, which will have a ca¬ 
pacity of 1800 students, can be fin¬ 
ished by the fall of 1966. 

Gwynn stated that there are no 
plans in the immediate future for 
constructing either a junior high 
school or an elementary school in 
Greenbelt. The present junior high 
school is not overcrowded, and 
there is land already set aside for 
an elementary school at Springhill 
Lake for whenever the need arises. 

Previously announced plans for 
a new elementary school to be con¬ 
structed by the fall of 1965 at 
Springhill Lake have been dropped, 
since the school enrollment there 
remains relatively low. 

Portable classrooms will be used 
at the existing schools until the 
growth of the school-age population 
here warrants the construction of 
a new school. 
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Wanted: A Library Site 

If prospects for a new Greenbelt library are brightening, as 
Councilman Clifford Simonson stated at last Monday’s city coun¬ 
cil meeting, thanks are due to the Greenbelters who attended a 
public hearing of the Prince Georges County Delegation on Jan. 13. 
The agenda was crowded, and the hearing lasted late; some of the 
Greenbelt group were obliged to leave. A stalwart few remained past 
2 a. m., however, to hear Simonson present the Greenbelt case to a 
sympathetic delegation. 

We hope planning funds for a Greenbelt branch will be found 
this year. Simultaneously, we urge Greenbelt to donate a suitable 
site. This has been attempted before, without success; but it must 
be tried again. Every branch library thus far constructed in the 
county stands on land donated by communities or individuals. A 
gift of land has been already been made for the proposed new Bel 
Air branch, planning funds for which have been included in this 
year’s million-dollar bond issue. The donation of a suitable site in 
Greenbelt will bring closer to reality the long-hoped-for new library.

Private vs Public Interest 

The editorial in the January 14, 
1965, issue of the News Review 
p^ses the question—Is it too much 
to expect that our leaders in public 
and private life grow up with our 
rapidly growing community? There 
can be no doubt that those with 
7 rivate interests in the growth of 
G.eenbelt are already mature— 
mature in the determination and 
employment of tiheir legal rights 
and responsibilities. And, this is the 
way we must judge our own ma¬ 
turity, for no matter how much we 
may talk and act in terms of hu¬ 
man lives, they will talk and act 
only in reference to legal obliga¬ 
tions. 

All too often in its past dealing 
with the private developers who 
have devoured our green areas for 
their profit, the city has demon¬ 
strated its own lack of political ma¬ 
turity, failing until it was too late 
to grasp the finite legal loophole 
upon which the welfare of all of the 
people of Greenbelt has hinged. 

Let us be adult. First National 
Realty^ Corporation (Beltway Plaza) 
does pay taxes to the city; so do 
we all, but it also derives not in¬ 
considerable benefits from the city 
and the people thereof. What fam¬ 
ily among us has not made the cash 
registers jingle at Kleins or one of 
the other business places in the 
Plaza? 

If one recalls the debate over re¬ 
zoning of the Triangle for a Kor- 
vette-oriented shopping center, it 
may be recalled that an irate Mr. 
Brown queried in a letter to this 
paper whether the supporters of 
the Korvette petition were imply¬ 
ing that he was building a “second- 
rate” shopping center. Witness the 
deplorable condition of the Plaza’s 
entrance to the A & P, or consider 
the pall of clay dust which clung 
to everything there this past sum¬ 
mer, or view the parking area in 
the older section, or examine the 
grandiose plans for the Plaza against 
the present achievements, or review 
the unconscionable delay over the 
installation and maintenance of the 
badly-needed traffic light, and the 
answer may well appear to you to 
be no—no, not even “second-rate.”

For background of decisions to 
be made as to a library branch in 
the Greenbelt area, may I offer 
these comments in addition to Mrs. 
Suoher’s description in your issue 
of January 14? At the Jan. 18 City 
Council meeting a widespread ru¬ 
mor was again aired, and vigorously 
rebutted, that any library site in 
“old” Greenbelt would be inaccessi¬ 
ble. Unless some responsible person 
can be found to support that rumor 
with some reasonable detail, it 
should be dismissed with contempt. 

It seems to be alleged also that 
Greenbelt should vie with other lo¬ 
calities in a sort of a “bribe” to the 
county library authority in the 
shape of some large valuable “free” 
site. Dubious enough even for some 
recently partly formed or prospec¬ 
tive communities, this consideration 
ignores the very substantial con¬ 
tribution already made by Greenbelt 
in critical formative years. Contin¬ 
uing from then, with little offset or 
compensation, Greenbelt’s own li¬ 
brary was absorbed. 

Greenbelters also seem to be 
asked to swallow, and even to ap¬ 
plaud, without examination, pre¬ 
tenses that some undetermined 
“nearby” location, at some indefinite 
future time, will be “better” or just 
as good or substantially the same 
as their present service. 

One may grant that there is noth¬ 
ing sacred about continuing library 
branch service in “old” Greenbelt. 
provided that sound comparison in¬ 
dicates an alternative reasonably 
acceptable site.

Let me explain. 

An easy “good” game for begin¬ 
ners is “Obeying Traffic Laws With 
a Flourish”.

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legislators of city council’s approval 
uf both programs. The P. G. Chap¬ 
ter program encourages greater 
participation by municipalities in 
zoning and rezoning hearings and 
court cases. 

In one of its reports the APB 
opposed granting a rezoning peti¬ 
tion by the developers of Lakeside 
North, who had requested higher 
density R-30 zoning for part of their 
property, now zoned R-18. City 
Council instructed the manager to 
notify the Park and Planning Com¬ 
mission and the county commis¬ 
sioners of their objection to the 
rezoning. 

City Council indicated its willing¬ 
ness to accept the undeveloped land 
In the Woodland Hills subdivision 
on the condition recommended by 
the APB, that it be used for park 
purposes. 

Coin-Operated Facilities 
An ordinance v/as introduced to 
regulate the hours of operating 
corn-operated facilities in Green- 
belt. This measure was initiated to 
prevent such establishments as the 
laundromat from becoming places 
of loitering after midnight, and 
would require the presence of an 
attendant if the establishment was 
left open from midnight to 6 a.m. 

An interesting technical discus¬ 
sion arose among several members 
of council when councilman Bern¬ 
stein offered a motion to suspend 
council rules and submit for second 
reading the appropriation of $150,- 
000 already approved for improve¬ 
ment of the swimming pool. Coun¬ 
cilman Simonson voted “No,” and 
as four votes are required to sus¬ 
pend rules, the motion failed. Coun- 
caman Hoff was absent. This meant 
that the ordinance would be carried 
over until the next meeting and 
allocation of the money would have 
to be delayed until that time. Mayor 
Smith indicated that a special meet¬ 
ing might be called for Thursday 
evening or next Monday evening. 
The meeting adjourned at the early 
hour of 10:35 p.m., a new record.

Shirderman, speaking for the Per¬ 
sonnel Committee, endorsed the
